Compensation Law 
Benefits Widened 


Montgomery — Injured work- 
ers covered by Alabama’s Work 
men’s Compensation Law can 
now receive uup to $33 weekly 
compensation rather than the 
previous maximum of $31 per 
week, Ralph R. Williams, Di- 
rector of the Alabama Depart- 


ment. of Industrial. Relations, 
anno ced this week. 


Williams said changes made 
in the Workmen’s Compensat- 
ion Law also increased the al- 
lowances for hospital, medical, 
and surgical care from $1,2C0 
to $1,800 and extended the time 
limitation for furnishing such 
services from six months to 
one year. These changes were 
made by the special session of 
the legislature and were signed 
into law by Gov. John Patter- 
son on Sept. 16. 


The director said that other 
changes in the law include the 
responsibility of furnishing in- 
jured workers with original ar- 
tifical members when needed. 
Chiropractors are now included 
within the definition of ‘“phy- 
cician” under the medical sec- 
tion of the law. Burial allow- 
ances remain at a maximum of 
$400 but previous references to 
private burial insurance have 
been deleted.

New Farm Housing 
James S, Pridgen, Farmers 
Adniinistration county 
for Cotfee and Dale 
counties, reported this week 
that his agency in Alabama 
closed the 1961 fiscal year with 
a record high in farm housing 
loans, and with prospects for 
another banner year of service 
to farm families because of 
new legislation that broadens 
eligibility for loans to include 
families livng n rural areas but 
not enegaged n farming. 

With the aid of Alabama's 
share of an additional $50 mil- 
lion made available last Febru- 
ary, more than 700 farm own- 
ers in the state invested a new 
high of $5,947,000 during the 
year in new construction  re- 
modeling, and repairs of dwel- 
lings and other essential farm 
buildings. In the same period 
farm housing loans in Coffee 
and Dale counties total $124,- 
340.00. 

Under the new housing act 
approximately $430 million is 
available to the Farmers Home 
Administration for loans over 
the next four-year period. 

Loans bear 4 percent inter- 
est and are repayable over per- 
iods up to 33 years. 

Applications are made at 
county offices of the Farmers 
Home Administration. To be 
eligible an applicant must own 
a farm or a housing site in a 
rural area; bewithout decent, 
safe and sanitary housing, be 
unable to obtain the needed 
credit from other sources; and 
be without suffcient resources 
to provide the necessary hous- 
ing on his own account, He 
must also have sufficient in- 
come to meet payments on ex- 
isting debts, take care of his 
other expenses, and make pay. 
ments when due on the propos- 
ed loan.

Previously, the 
minimum age for employment 
in such establishments was 21. 

In certain cases, compulsory 
school attendance is waived by 
Superintendents of Education. 
A provision has been made for 
minors 14 and 15 years of age 
to receive a certificate for em- 
ployment if such a recommen- 
dation is made by the Super- 
intendent of Education in the 
area and the Chief Child La- 
bor Inspector, This will allow 
the minors to work in non- 
hazardous jobs but does not al 
low their employers to waive

Contends Public 
Does Not Know 


School’s Plight 


The Elba Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club held 
its regular monthly meeting 
Monday night, this week, at 
Paul's Cafe. 

As closing observance of Na- 
tional Business Women's Week 
the club heard a program de- 
voted to public schools, Speak- 
ers included Mr. Curtis Duke, 
Mr. Max Bowdoin, Supt. of Ci- 
ty Schools, and Mrs. W. M. 
Ringsdorf, teacher of the Spe- 
cial class in the grammar 
school, 

Mr. Duke, who has formerly 
served as State Director of Pub 
lic Relations for the Division of 
Classroom Teachers, and is pre. 
sently in his third year as 
chairman of the Public Rela- 
tions Committee of Coffee 
County Education Association, 
gave the main address on ‘Pub 
lic Relations and Our Public 
Schools.” 

In placing the blame for the 
predictament our schools are in 
today, ‘Mr. Duke said that ecdfti- 
cators have been negligent in 
telling the people of their pro- 
blems. 

“We need a vitalized cam- 
paign to awaken the public and 
teachers.” He contends that 
Alabama teachers must rist 
and demand respect, and stop 
apologizing for their profess- 
ion, Quoting statistics on mon- 
ey spent last year by the citi- 
zens of Alabama, he stated 
“Last year 330 billion dollars 
was spent on liquor, tobacco, 
and entertainment, as compar- 
ed to 13 billion spent on edu- 
cation.” “The most important 
thing next to the home and 
church is education.” ‘Many 
pay $50 yearly for bug exter- 
mination and pay only $15 for 
education.” 

Mr. Duke brought out the 
fact that we pay our baby sit- 
ters more than our’ teachers. 
Baby sitters receive fifty cents 
an hour, teachers, ten cents. 
He concluded by saying the 
teachers must demand higher 
salaries, and not settle for any_ 
thing less; that the local school 
boards must assume the  re- 
sponsibility of finding ways to 
support the schools so that the 
teachers can spend their time 
teaching and not “peddling 
garden seeds, camp stew, and 
running halloween carnivals”, 
to make a little money for cer- 
tain projects, 

After the main address, the 
program was opened for dis- 
cussion, Mr. Bowdoin stated he 
felt the best use of our schools 
could be made by running 
them on a twelve month ba- 
Sis, and using the quarter sys- 
tem. This way less teachers 
could be employed, and the 
school facilities would be used 
to a maximum,

Harold English Receives Letter From Britian Who Aided In Sea Rescue 


“The ties that bind” two 
great English-speaking peoples 
were brought into renewed fo- 
cus in Elba recently when Har- 
old English, son of Probate 
Judge J. O. English, received a 
letter from a man who had fi- 
gured in Harold’s rescue when 
his ship was shot from under 
him during World War II. 


Harold English was a mem- 
ber of the Merchant Marine 
sailing out of Mobile when his 
ship was torpedoed in the Me- 
diterranean off Algiers and he 
floated for hours in the warm 
water, his legs dangling use- 
less from wounds suffered in 
the explosion, until picked up 
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by a British corvette, the H. M. 
S. Razor Bill. 


Long Time Since 

The letter this week came 
from a man who first threw 
him a rope when he was sight_ 
ed by the ship’s lookout. ‘All 
the service men were offered 
technical training in any trade 
they cared to adopt on demobi- 
lization,” said the letter, from 
B. C. Nash, of Brstol 3, United 
Kingdom. “I took a fitter’s en- 
gineer’s course. I have been at 
it ever since; raised a passel of 
kids too, got seven sons, oldest 
15 years, the youngest 3 months 
old. 


“My wife is as pleased as I 


am that you still remember us 
and sends her regards to you 
and yours. 


“Two years ago 40 of us Re- 
servists went to Germany as 
guests of the West German Na- 
vy. I went with very mixed feel_ 
ings, everything went all right, 
all very nice and correct, but 
I couldn’t get friendly. You 
know how it is, too many me- 
mories, I suppose.” 

Pictures On Way 


The letter left Harold in sus. 
pense because it said that he 
had pictures of Harold’s ship, 
the S. S. Maiden Greek, just be_ 
fore it went under, and that he 
is sending the pictures by re- 


gular mail. 

“We had a captured camera, 
took it off an Italian Admiral 
in Sicily (his uniform wouldn't 
fit or I’d had that too) any- 
way, we took a photograph of 
the Maiden Greek just before 
that secorid ‘fish’ hit her. I'll 
send it by ordinary mail.” 


Incidentially, Harold receives 
no compensation from the giv 
ernment even though he was 
left permanently handicapped 
in the legs from the wounds. 
There is no provision for com- 
pensation to members of the 
Merchant Marine which is not 
a part of the armed services.
